N Obedience to your Command, I 
here ſend a true Account of the 
Cauſe and Progreſs of the Suit carried 
on in our Dioceſs againſt Mr. Dallas; 
I have not troubled you with any Rea- 
ſonings of mine on this Affair; but leave 
you to make your own Inferences from 
the Facts I have laid before you, for 
the Truth of which! readily ſtake my 
Credit with you. 


T a Viſitation held by the Biſhop 
of Cork on the 6th of May, 1746, 
he informed the Clergy, that he had 
long wiſhed to ſee the excellent Laws 
with regard to Marriages, contained in 
the Canons and Rubrick of our Church, . #

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ſtrictly obſerved, as he hoped it would in 


ſome Meaſure have prevented the many 
ſpiritual and temporal Evils, that had 


attended raſh and clandeſtine Marriages, 


Tho' he ſaid, he could not but own, 


that the ſcandalous and deſtructive Prac- 
tice among Proteſtants, of being marri- 
ed by a popith Prieſt, in open Violation 
of the Laws, had been of late, fo com- 


mon, and did in many Caſes fo elude all 


the Care the Governors of the Church 
could take in this important Matter, 
that perhaps it would have been 
to little purpoſe for them to have 
inſiſted on the ftrict Execution of 
the Laws, for ſome Time paſt ; but that 


now, anAdt of Parliament having been 
| paſt the laſt Seſſion, which took place 
the 1ſt of this Month, whereby all Mar- 
riages celebrated by a papiſh Prieft be- 

tween two Proteſtants, or between any 1 


twoPerſons, whereof one had been aPro- 


teſtant, within a Year before, were de- 
clared null and void; he thought it was

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In the Beginning of April, 1748, Phi- 


tip Oliver Eſq; obtained a Licence from 
the Vicar General of Cort, directed to 
the Miniſter orCurate of Chriſt's Church, 
to marry him to Miſs Lucy Gray; in 
the Body of which Licence it is directed, 
that the Marriage ſhould be celebrated | 
in the Church, &c, as the Canon and |

But Mr. Dallas, a Clergyman, who 
had been ſome Time before aCurate in 
the Dioceſs of Cloyne, but had now no 


Employment in the Church, but reſided 
in the City of Cor, and taught School 


there under the Biſhop's Licence, but 
who had been forbid by the Biſhop for 


above 2 Years before to exerciſe any 


Part of his Miniſtry in the Dioceſs of 


Corkand Roſs, deliberately reſolved(tho* 
as a School-maſter he was preſent at 


the Viſitation in May, 1746, when. 


the Biſhop in his Charge required 
all Marriages to be in Church) to break

Atthis Time the Biſhop was in Dub- 
lin, and was ignorant of what Mr Dal. 
las had done, until he came Home, 
which was about 10 Days after ; and 
when he had taken a few Days to be ful- 
ly informed of this Matter, on ſending 
to fee a Lawyer - on whoſe Advice he 
depended, he found he had been retain- 
ed for Mr. Dallas ſoon after the Mar- 
riage. And now the Curate of Chriſt': 
Church Pariſh having made an Affidavit 
74 ; of

of what happened between him and Mr, 
Dallas previous to the Marriage, a Cauſe 
was inſtituted at the mere Promotion of 
the Office againſt Mr. Dallas; and he 
was cited to the Conſiſtory Court of

On Mr. Dallas's Appearance, Arti- 
eles were exhibited againſt him, and he 
was admoniſhed to give in his Anſwer.
